According to reliable information, the Adler- 
Tilles-Cella syndicate will shortly resume nega- 
tiations for the purcha.se of a controlling inter- 
est in the Fair Association. 

Three years ago the syndicate offered $2.51,000 
for a controlling interest in the big Fair 
Grounds, but the proposition was declined with 
thanks. 

At the time their offer was declined Messrs. 
Adler, Tilles and Celia became convinced that 
the late C. C. Maflitt was chiefly instrumental 
in forestalling their efforts to purchase a con- 
trolling interest in the Fair association. 

W’hile not the leading stockholder in the Fair 
association by any means. Mr. Mattitt was 
always recognized as the most active director in 
the big institutitm. He t(K>k a great personal 
pride in the plant and his influence was always 
in favor of its continuing under the manage- 
ment of the leading citizens of St. Louis. 

After canvassing the matter thoroughly, 
Messrs. .Vdler, Celia and Tilles came to the con- 
clusion that there was no chance for them to 
secure control of the plant while C. C. Maflitt 
continued to take an active interest in the 
affairs of the association. With this idea in 
view they decided last fall to build a track of 
their own. Various sites were considered, and 
a piece of property on Delmar boulevard in the 
county was finally selected as the best possible 
location for the new track. 

An option on the ground had been practically 
.siK’ured, when it was discovered that the Subur- 
ban road had obtained a right-of-way through 
the center of the proposed track for one of its 
new county looi)s. Efforts were made to have 
them give up this right-of-way, but the street 
railway people refu.sed to do so. The racetrack 
promoters then dropped the matter and the | 
Delmar Garden people .secured the projierty. 
Messrs. .V<ller, Celia and Tilles afterwards had 
an option on a piece of ground near Kinloch 
Station on the Wabash road, and at one time 
they had about decided to build a new track 
there. Lack of first class street railway facili- 
ties to Kinl<K-h, however, finally caused the 
syndicate to give up the plan of bulling a track 
there. 

Since the death of Mr. Maflitt, the old plan of 
securing control of the Fair Grounds has been 
again considered by the trio. Mr. .Vdler, when 
asked aliout the matter yesterday, practically 
admitted that he and his partners were as 
anxious as ever to secure a controlling interest 
in the big plant. 

“We figure<t that it would cost us fully $300,- 
000 to build the racing plant we expected to put 
up on Delmar Imulevard,” said Mr. Adler. 

“This is a big sum of money, but we felt that 
the investment is a good one. Yes, we did offer 
$2.'»1,000 for controlling interest in the Fair 
Grounds a few years back, and we are still pre- 
parc*d to pay that much for the stock. It would 
be impossible for us to get a better location, if 
we built a track ourselves, and a few improve- 
ments here and there, principally in the shape 
of stables, would make the Fair Grounds ons of 
the best equipped racing plants in .America.” 
President Robert A. Aull of the Fair As.socia- 
tion, when asked as to what prospect there was 
for the .\dler-Cella-Tilles syndicate .securing 
control of the Fair Grounds, said : 

“Their offer of $251 ,000 for the controlling in- 
terest was turned down three years ago, and I 
believe a similar proposition from them, if 
made again, will also be declined. Only one 
member of the board of directors was in favor 
of the .Vdler-Cella-Tilles offer being accepted, 
when it was first made, and 1 have heard none
